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30 Families Displaced 
In Lakeside North Fire

Thirty families were displaced because of a fire in the 
Lakeside North apartments, 420 Ridge Rd. on Saturday, 
November 2. 


As top votegetter citywide, 
Mayor Gil Weidenfeld, by coun¬ 
cil tradition, will probably again 
be named Mayor. Weidenfeld led 
in just one precinct, Springhill 
Lake* Current Mayor Pro Tem 
Thomas X. White topped the vote 
counts in the Center and North 
End precincts, finishing second 
overall, while incumbent Edward 
Putens led in Greenbelt East. 
Just 101 votes separated Roberts 
from defeated challenger Rob¬ 
ert Zugby. 

The vote totals were: Weiden¬ 
feld, 1842 (75%); White, 1814 
(74%); Putens* 1633 (67%); 

Bram, 1630 (67%); Roberts, 1503 
(61%); and Zugby, 1402 (57%), 
The first five will make up the 
new city council. 

The advisory question asking 
voters if they favor increasing 
council terms to four years was 
overwhelmingly defeated with 67 
percent of those voting on the 
issue saying no. The question 
lost in all precincts except 
Springhill Lake, where it won by 
a three vote margin. 

Voting Up Slightly 

Universal registration, which 
replaced the separate city voter 
lists with county registration, 
made little apparent difference 


in the voting. Citywide, just 89 
more people voted this year than 
in the last city election. The 
largest increase in votes cast 
was in Springhill Lake where 94 
of the 1050 eligible voters cast 
ballots, up from 58 voters in 
1989. 

Voting was up six percent in 
the North End and Greenbelt 
East precincts while the number 
of voters turning out in the Cen¬ 
ter Precinct dropped by two per¬ 
cent. Percent turnout, however, 
dropped from 65 percent city¬ 
wide in 1989 to 33 percent this 
year, due to the increase in the 
number of eligible voters. 

A number of voters in the Cen¬ 
ter precinct were apparently con¬ 
fused about the polling place, 
going to the Center Elementary 
School, where voting in national 
elections is held, rather than the 
Municipal Building. 

Write-in votes were cast for 
Ruth Kastner (5), Bruce Bow¬ 
man, Susan Smitbers, Irene Hen- 
sei (2), M.A. Baldauf, Robert 
Rashkin, Keith Jahoda (2), J 
Davis, Richard Pilski, Konrad 
Herling, Eunice Coxon, C, Cher- 
nikoff, Betty Timer, Norman 
Schwartzkoff, D. Foy, J. Foy, and 
D. Traas. 

This will be Weidenfeld’s 11th 
consecutive term, White’s 10th, 
Putens’ 6th, Bram’s 5th and Rob¬ 
ert’s 1st. 


Firefighters arrived on the 
scene shortly after 4 p.m. and 
found a building on fire. The fire 
had started in the upper floor 
of a four-story garden - style 
apartment building. A second 
alarm was sounded shortly there¬ 
after. 

Seventy-five firefighters had 
the fire knocked down and under 
control in 20-30 minutes. 

Three firefighters who were 
injured were sent to Prince 
Georges General Hospital One 
had a second degree burn on 
his right ear and a first degree 
burn on his right calf. The other 
two had smoke inhalation and 
heat-related injuries.

Branchville; Donald Fleshman, 
Greenbelt. and Cris Polimini, 
Berwyn Heights. Several other 
firefighters were treated for 
smoke inhalation and heat relat¬ 
ed injuries on the scene. 

Responding were fire depart¬ 


ments from Greenbelt, Berwyn 
Heights, College Park, Branch¬ 
ville, Beltsville, West Lanham 
Hills, Riverdale Heights, Hyatts- 
ville and Riverdale. 

The cause of the fire is 
thought to be accidental, the re¬ 
sult of an electrical problem. 
Four apartments were heavily 
damaged by fire, smoke and wa¬ 
ter. Others had minimal smoke 
and water damage- Because utili¬ 
ties cannot be isolated, other 
apartments are not usable at this 
time. Roof damage in the fire 
damaged building precludes fam¬ 
ilies’ moving back into that 
building in the near future. 

Lakeside North Apartments 
Management and the Fire De¬ 
partment Office of Emergency 
Preparedness helped to relocate 
the displaced families. Fourteen 
families were resettled in other 
apartments in the Lakeside 
North Apartments Complex. Six¬ 
teen families are temporarily in

More than 100 people joined the mayor, city council and 
city staff members for the dedication of Schrom Hills Park 
on Sunday, Oct. 27. Councilmembers unveiled the Schrom 


Hills Park sign, which stands 
Parkway. 

Mayor Gil Weidenfdd welcomed 
everyone and talked about the 
park as a “project of the people” 
of Greenbelt, the culmination of 
many years of planning, negotia¬ 
ting and hard work. He acknowl¬ 
edged those responsible and indi¬ 
cated that the project is coming 
in right, at budget - $1,000,000. 
He then introduced the council- 
members, who gave brief re 
marks: 

Mayor Pro Tern Tom White in¬ 
dicated that this park will be a 
model for planning for other ci¬ 
ties. 

Couneilmember Joe Isaacs re¬ 
marked that the park is “another 
feather in the cap of the city of 
Greenbelt.” 

Couneilmember Ed Putens said 
he is impressed by the beauty of 
the park, and that now Greenbelt 
residents won’t have to go all the 
way to the Shenandoah moun¬ 
tains to enjoy beautiful fall fo¬ 
liage. 

Couneilmember Toni Bram feels 
that the park, which has been a 
pet project, will become the new 
focus for Greenbelt. 

Greenbelt city staff members 
were introduced: Hank Irving, rec¬ 
reation director; Dan Hobbs, city 
manager; Mike McLaughlin, depu¬ 
ty city manager; Celia Wilson, 
Director of city planning & devel¬ 
opment; Tom Renahan, Park & 
Recreation Advisory Board Chair¬ 
man; and Bill Phelan, city horti¬ 
culturist. Each gave a brief ov¬ 
erview of the 48-acre park and 
the many features to be enjoyed 
by Greenbelters of all ages. Little

Park Features 

The features of the park in¬ 
clude a nature trail, a sledding hill 
(think snow!), walking trails, a 
softball field, picnic areas, play¬ 
ground areas, a bike path, a soc¬ 
cer field, multipurpose courts, and 
informal play areas. When the 
park is completed there will also 
be a pond in a natural setting. 

Untouched woodlands, which 
comprise about one third of the 
park, include specimen (trees, 
some of which are the largest 
in the state. 

A special feature of the park 
entrance is an allee that will even¬ 
tually be bordered on each side by 
three rows of saw tooth oaks. 
The allee wil provide a shaded 
walkway reminiscent of a grace¬ 
ful plantation entrance, leading 
to setting of azaleas, American 
holly, and dogwood trees. 

Another special feature will be 
the wild garden planting, where 
native fruit and nut trees and 
shrubs will be planted to attract 
the many species of birds in the 
area. Wildflowers will grace the 
grassy slopes edging the park. 

Interesting to note is that much 
of the equipment and fixtures 
used in the park are made from 
recycled materials. 

Adding to the enjoyment of the 
park will be refreshment conces¬ 
sions and plenty of parking. 

The deer statue will return to 
its place on the hillside, beckon¬ 
ing everyone to come and enjoy 
the park.

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Open Forum for Seniors Generates 
A Wide Range of New Suggestions

The Second Annual Open 
Forum for Senior Citizens 
drew 44 people to the com¬ 
munity room at Green Ridge 
House on Saturday, October 
5. The political spectrum 
was well represented by the 
city council, State Senator 
Leo Green, State Delegate 
Joan Pitkin and city council 
candidate Bob Zugby. The 
Forum gave the Senior Citi¬ 
zen Advisory Committee the 
opportunity to report on its 
activities since the First 
Open Forum was held on 
June 9, 1990 and to give a 
voice to Greenbelt seniors 
about their needs and de¬ 
sires. 

Chairman Booker Hughes, in 
his welcoming remarks, empha¬ 
sized the concern of the commit¬ 
tee with needs in the area of 
transportation, recreation, social 
support, volunteerism and safety 
issues which were echoed later 
in the comments and requests 
of attendees. 

The foremost issue at the first 
Forum—“more space”—was ad¬ 
dressed in a report by Leonie 
Penney on the projected plans 
for a senior center in the future 
Community Center, a project 
which has consumed much of the 
committee’s time- Proposed at 
present is a separate senior area 
with handicapped access, con¬ 
taining a game room, a drop-in 
lounge and a multipurpose room- 
Seniors will also have access to 
other facilities such as the art 
room and gymnasium. 

Another accomplishment of the 
committee was obtaining a bridge 
across the stream at the en¬ 
trance to the lake park opposite 
St. Hugh’s School. Third issue 
occupying much committee time 
was the availability of grant 
money, which was addressed by 
Betty Timer, vice chair. 

Safety Concerns 

Several people prefaced their 
requests for improved safety by 
stating that they are active and 
vigorous and independent and 
wished to stay that way but 
that there are many impediments 
to their ability to get around. 
Suzanne Sharp asked if a bridge 
could be built over a gully at 
the 69 court of Hillside. Sally 
Carrano suggested that flatten¬ 
ing a rise in the road leading 
from Green Ridge House to the 
Co-op would facilitate the use 
of wheelchairs. Mayor Gil Weid- 
enfeld took note of this matter 
and Said it would be referred 
to city council. 

Requests for better lighting 
were raised by Mary Shubert, 
who asked for lights near the 
Mobil gas station, and by Quen¬ 
tin Maule, who mentioned that 
it was very dark by the tunnel 
at the 17 Court of Ridge. 


Housebound Seniors 

Another topic of interest was 
the needs of housebound seniors- 
Ruth Dungan inquired about the 
possibility of establishing a pro¬ 
gram to check on these people 
regularly, either through Social 
Services or a volunteer group- 
Karen Hasseley, liaison between 
the city and the committee, com¬ 
mented on the desirability of 
such a program. She commented

reinforced his words by saying, 
“The budget crunch is real, with 
projected staff and budget 
cuts.” She applauded the com¬ 
mittee's increasing activities but 
cautioned that innovation and 
increased volunteerism would be 
required.

Haseley stated that all of these 
measures are in the planning 
stage now and requested input 
on exercise and swimming. 
Penney added that a “master’s” 
swim program is contemplated- 

Other suggestions were: 

—Active and passive recrea¬ 
tion such as badminton, flycast¬ 
ing contests, horseshoe tourna¬ 
ments and card games (Art En- 
dres). 

—A speakers’ program on such 
topics as arthritis (Betty Ti¬ 
mer). 

—A senior volunteer program 
in such areas as child care 
(Quentin Moule). 

Council member Joe Isaacs 
warned, however, that there 
could be legal problems asso¬ 
ciated with such a program.

Patronage Refunds Planned

This year’s annual meeting of Greenbelt Consumer Co¬ 
operative focused on financial and operational updates, 
planned improvements at the supermarket and service sta¬ 
tion, plus a loan request from those spearheading a senior 
housing cooperative (see article on page 11). Some 47 
members attended the October 26 meeting held at the 
Municipal building. Three members — Paul Raul, Sally 
Robbins and A. A. “Paddy” Bailey — were elected to three- 
year terms to the Board of Directors. The three incumbents 

— Pat Schreiber, Bruce Bowman and Mary Oster-Granite 

— did not run for re-election for personal reasons/time 
constraints. 


Health Plus Gets 
New Contracts 

HeaithPluc, Inc. one of the ar¬ 
ea’s largest Health Maintenance 
Organizations (HMlOs), annoum 
ces new contracts with Ameri¬ 
can Systems Corp., International 
Business Machines (IBM), PRC, 
and The Southland Corporation, 
These contracts add more than 
25,000 employees who will have 
the option to select HealthPlus 
in their healthcare needs. 


Finances 

Treasurer Joe Timer reported 
that the Co-op was in excellent 
shape financially. Combined op¬ 
erating income was $117,441, up 
34% from the previous year. 
Sales during the 1991 fiscal year 
ending July 31, 1991 totalled $7.8 
million, which was 6.2% higher 
than the previous 12 months. 

Because of its profitable year, 
the Co-op contributed $37,426 to 
the employees retirement plan 
and earmarked $79,502 as a pat¬ 
ronage refund for members. 
Chairman Jim Cassels noted. 
“We plan to distribute the cash 
portion of the refund in early 
December. The patronage refund 
amounts to 1.9% of member pur¬ 
chases during the operating 
year,” Timer mentioned that, 
in its 86 months of operations, 
GCC had declared patronage re¬ 
funds totalling $605,982. 

Operations 

Manager Dave Meadows noted 
that sales at the service station 
totalled $960,538. With no gas 
sales during the May-Oct- period 
and a highly-volatile gasoline 
market, the station lost $41,081. 
New improvements include a new 
roof and an electric lift; both 
are currently being installed. 

Manager Bob Davis reported 
that the supermarket had its 
best year ever during FY91. Im¬ 
proved wages and benefits have 
shirply reduced staff turnover. 
A new pharmacist Sajida Qayuni 
is managing the Co-op’s phar¬ 
macy. Plans are underway to 
install a bakery/hot foods deli; 
it should be operational in early

Senior Housing Advocates 
Request Loan from Co-op

Advocates for a senior housing 
cooperative in Greenbelt have 
abandoned their plans to con¬ 
struct a new building adjacent 
to the City’s planned Commun¬ 
ity Center. At the annual mem¬ 
bership meeting of Greenbelt 
Consumer Cooperative (GCC), 
Jim Cassels, president of the 
housing group, reported, “Costs 
associated with the new facility 
made that new facility just not 
feasible. The group is focusing 
its efforts on acquiring an exist¬ 
ing housing facility and conver¬ 
ting it to a cooperative.” Cas- 
sels noted that they had identi¬ 
fied a potential multi-family un¬ 
it and were negotiating with its 
owners. He refused to give de¬ 
tails about the building. “It may 
involve a sale or a lease with an 
option to buy. Either way, the 
housing co-op will approach this 
conversion in a sensitive man¬ 
ner considering the concerns of 
both its members and the cur¬ 
rent residents of the building,” 
stated Cassels. 

The next two steps involve: 
1 ) a bank-requested review of 
the proposal by a consultant,

costing about $5,000-6,000; (2) 

then, a legal, engineering and 
marketing analysis of the facil¬ 
ity (about $90,000). GCC has do¬ 
nated $ 2,000 for the first report. 
The Cooperative Development 
Corporation — part of the Na¬ 
tional Cooperative Business As¬ 
sociation — will provide $ 4,000 
of the $ 6 , 000 . 

For the second study, the Kap¬ 
lan Foundation has agreed to 
provide a $60,000 loan. The hous¬ 
ing group formally requested 
that GCC lend $30,000 at 6 % 
interest to be repaid one year 
after the group acquires the 
building. Permanent financing 
will likely involve the Co-op 
Bank and a loan from the cur¬ 
rent owner of the building. 

Debate and Discussion 

GCC’s members, including 
many involved in the housing 
effort, debated whether GCC 
should lend its funds to this new 
cooperative. Some felt that this 
loan was highly risky. Others 
supported the request, stating 
that the potential loss to GCC 
was minimal given its strong re¬ 
serves and member equity. Some 
questioned why GCC would lend 
$30,000, when no funds were pro¬ 
vided by members of the hous¬ 
ing co-op- To date, 42 had join¬ 
ed the new co-operative and 24 
had paid $100.00 each. After ex¬ 
tensive discussion, the GCC 
members decided to postpone a 
decision on the loan request for 
one-two months. During the in¬ 
terim, the first consultant’s re¬ 
port will be completed and more 
specific information will be de¬ 
veloped. Then the GCC members 
will meet to resolve this issue- 


JOE'S TIPS OF THE WEEK 

Hello Again ! ! 

With the cold temperatures just around the corner, we prepare 
to cope with the winter driving conditions. Most of us want to 
know to what temperature is the cooling system protected to, 
and make the decision to winterize our fleet of automobiles. 

With this in mind, a lot of people decide to try to prepare their 
vehicles themselves. Here are a couple of ideas to think about 
to help you thru: 

First off, make sure that you have a proper place to dispose your 
old coolant; this is considered a hazard to our wastewater sys¬ 
tems! And if you get caught dumping this coolant into the 
sew T er or drain, you could get a hefty fine! And you just don't 
know who’s watching you!! 

Generally you want to obtain a 50/50 mix of antifreeze. Look in 
the owner’s manual of your vehicle for capacities and divide by 
2 . This will tell you how much antifreeze to use. 

Drain and flush with water, or just drain and refill with fres: 
new or recycled antifreeze- During filling make sure all the air 
is out of the system. When system appears full, stop and wait 
a little bit till the system bleeds down. Some systems have little 
bleeders located in the thermostat housings to assist in this 
operation. When full, start the engine and turn the heater on 
the full heat position. Continue filling till normal operation tem¬ 
perature, and make sure that you save enough for the coolant 
recovery bottle on the side of the radiator. 

Remember the preventive maintenance rules of thumb: 

1) If belts and hoses are 4 years or older, it’s time for replace¬ 
ment. 

2) Thermostats every 2 years — replace! 

3) Coolant services once yearly with a radiator pressure cap.

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Sparse Member Attendance Marks GHI Budget Hearing

In three recent meetings the GHI (Greenbelt Homes 
Inc.) board and its staff have put the finishing touches on 
the budget for 1992. This means that the letter of notifica¬ 
tion stating how much each member must pay in monthly 
charges will come out on time in December. 

The board also found time dur- plore proposals to simplify the 


ing this budget exercise to con¬ 
sider the Mutual Ownership 
Contract, adding another lender 
to GHI’s group of mortgage len¬ 
ders, and contracting for sewer 
repairs. 

Ronald Colton, general manag¬ 
er of GHI, stated that in pre¬ 
paring the 1992 budget the staff 
was very conscious of the im¬ 
pact of the current recession. 
He said, “The budget proposes 
few initiatives; those that are 
included have relatively minor 
cost implications.” 

Membership Hearing 

The membership hearing on 
the 1992 budget on the evening 
of Oct. 17 was conducted in City 
Council chambers. It attracted 
four GHI members — Eunice 
Coxon, Keith Jahoda, Rodney 
Roberts and Joan Wright. They 
were outnumbered by six mem¬ 
bers of the board, three mem¬ 
bers of the Audit Committee, 
two members of the GHI staff 
and one News Review’ reporter. 
Colton carefully explained the 
1992 budget for the fourth time- 

In the question time following 
Colton's presentation, Jahoda 
asked when the 28 V 2 acres were 
added to GHI’s forest holdings 
and to which parcels or stands 
of forest the acres were added. 
According to Joseph Whalen, 
GHI's forest supervisor, the 2814 
acres were added in 1990. He 
said the additional acres were 
added to stand number 6 lying 
between Greenhill Rd. and North¬ 
way and to stands 3 and 4 be¬ 
tween Northway and Hamilton 
Place. Stands 1, 2 and 5 do not 
include any of the 28 V 2 acres. 

Coxon asked if the resignation 
of Steven Wright the assist¬ 
ant GHI manager, would result 
in a savings in the budget Col¬ 
ton said he was looking for a 
management intern to work on 
special studies. The intern would 
have no supervisory responsi¬ 
bilities. The salary would be in 
the low to mid $20's. 

Coxon expressed surprise at 
the size of the 1992 maintenance 
budget. In 1992 this item will be 
$1-5 million, up 5 percent over 

1991. Colton said in the 70’s 
maintenance was neglected. Now 
GHI is in its sixth year of 
planned major maintenance, re¬ 
placement and improvement pro¬ 
grams. These include cleaning 
of gutters three times a year, 
new roofs on porches and houses, 
parking lot repairs and sealing, 
and sewer replacement. 

Special Meeting 

After the membership hearing, 
the board met with the GHI 
staff in a special meeting to ex¬

allocation of operating charges 
(not total charges) among each 
of three budget classes, that is, 
larger homes, masonry homes 
and frame homes. 

The board adopted motions to 
establish 1991 as the base year 
for guidance as to budget allo¬ 
cations by size of each GHI 
home or unit. For the allocation 
of operating costs between the 
three budget classes of homes, 
the costs were divided into four 
line items — real estate taxes, 
maintenance and improvements, 
reserves and all equally distrib¬ 
uted costs. 

The operating charges to the 
members were to be increased 
or decreased based on percentage 
changes in operating costs for 
each of the three budget classes 
of homes — larger homes, ma¬ 
sonry homes, and frame homes 
— for the four line items, except 
taxes on larger homes, which 
are levied directly by the county 
government. 

The staff of GHI applied these 
motions to actual operating costs 
in both 1991 and 1992 and re¬ 
ported the results at the Oct. 24 
meeting. 

Regular Meeting 

At its regular meeting on Oct 
24, the board pursued budget 
matters again, but found time 
for other business. The manag¬ 
er's items included a fourth read¬ 
ing of the budget, a recommen¬ 
dation to invite another lender 
of mortgage loans to loan money 


for purchase of GHI units, a 
proposal for a rent with option 
to buy and a first reading of a 
contract for sewer replacement. 

The board unanimously ap¬ 
proved a recognition agreement 
with the Washington Financial 
Trust, Jim Stachura, a loan of¬ 
ficer with the firm, said this 
company acted as a processing 
agent for Citicorp. The normal 
maturity dates of its mortgage 
loans will range from 15 to 30 
years, and the loans will require 
a 10 percent downpayment. The 
Washington Financial Trust is 
the ninth such mortgage lend¬ 
er now available for a mortgage 
loan on GHI units. 

MOC 

The new Mutual Ownership 
Contract, revised effective Nov. 
9, was approved unanimously by 
the board. This is the document 
that prospective owners must 
sign before they can beconve 
members. The principal change 
in th revised contract is that 
monthly changes paid to GHI 
are spelled out as “rent,” to fa¬ 
cilitate the collection of delin¬ 
quent monthly payments by 
GHI members when the matter 
is referred to the Prince Georges 
County court system. 

The board approved a first 
reading of a contract with J&M 
Utilities of Beltsville for re¬ 
pairs and replacement of storm 
and sanitary sewers- The bid by 
this company is $29,498. Shift¬ 
ing claiy soil and invastive tree 
roots have caused blockages in 
the open-end terra cotta soil 
pipes laid over 50 years ago. 
The following locations are 
scheduled for work — 16, 25, 29, 
32, and 42 Ridge Rd.; 1 East¬ 
way; 4 Crescent Rd.; 9 Research 
Rd.; and 2 Northway.
